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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

In an actuator having a coil disposed between yokes 
opposing to each other via a specified space, stepped 
portions are formed at the inner sides of two arms which 
5 support the coil, and at the stepped portion are formed 
through-holes whose diameter is gradually reduced from the 
bottom to top of the stepped portion. The coil and the arms 
are joined together by filling the stepped portions and 
through-holes with a holding member made up of resin. By 
10 this configuration, in an actuator used for a disk unit or 
the like, it is possible to completely secure a coil on a 
carriage while reducing the unit in thickness. 
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
